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Service-Connected Disability
Compensation

A monetary benefit paid to Veterans who are disabled by
an injury (physical or mental) or illness that was incurred or
aggravated during active military service.

Monthly disability compensation varies with the degree of
disability and the number of eligible dependents.
Compensation is tax-free and subject to annual cost of
living allowance increases

Payment of military retirement pay, disability severance
pay, and separation incentive payments (Special
Separation Benefit (SSB) and Voluntary Separation
Incentive (VSI), may affect the amount of VA compensation
paid to disabled Veterans
